to visit Mexico City. Part of the 
personnel of the Yakuma, it is re­ 
ported, consisted of students from 
the Japanese Military Academy. 
Recent reports from Mexico indi­ 
cate that federal troops In the state 
of Chihuahua are better equipped 
both as to clothing and arms than 
they have been for a long time. Con­ 
siderable numbers of machine guns 
have recently been received, it is 
said.

The friends of the slain man in­ 
sist that he was unarmed, and scoff 
at the suggestion that politics has 
anything to do with the killing. Tar­ 
water, they assert, bore the dead 
man enmity as the result of the 
publication in the Democrat of the 
statement that Tarwater had been

with 
intoxication. 
Six 
months before the killing of Robert­ 
son, Tarwater had filed suit against 
the Democrat for libel, asserting 
that the newspaper has hinted that 
he was protecting bootleggers.

LETTERS WHITTEN 


HUNDRED YEARS AKO 


More than a hundred years ago 
there were written in London and in 
Philadelphia five letters that are 
now in the office of the Evening J 
News. The letters were written by 
R. Barde, a Frenchman residing at 
the time in England, and were ad- J 
dressed to his brother, Paul Barde, 
at Bordeaux in France. 
The letters were found more than 
eighteen months ago in the ruins 
of an old chateau in France and j 
were brought to Ada by Lowery H. j 
Harrel of the American army. When* 
found they were iii the jamb of a 
tumbled down chimney, where they i 
no doubt had been concealed for 
many years. They are written on an 
excellent grade of paper and are in I 
a fine state of preservation. They! 
are written in an excellent hand, I 
but are so finely written that it isj 
hardly possible to read them w ithout; 
a reading glass. Most of the com­ 
position is in English, but a part of 
some of the letters is written in * 
the French. 
The first four letters are written I 
from London and are dated January \ 
2, May I. June 7. and July 31, a ll, 
In 1815. The fifth is written from 
Philadelphia under date of April 
8, 1815. From the somewhat indefi­ 
nite information conveyed by the 
letters It appears that R. Barde was 
detained in England on some kind 
of bushless while the Napoleonic 
wars were raging and his brother, 
Paul Barde, was engaged in the 
shipping business at Bordeaux. There 
are hints in the letters that the 
Barde family were Bourbon in their 
sympathies and opposed to Napoleon. 
In his letter of January 2, 1915, 
the w riter mentions the treaty of 
Ghent, which had Just been signed, 
and which terminated the second war 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. He says the treaty was very 
unpopular in London, altho most 
people thought the treaty very un­ 
favorable to the United States. He 
expresses the hope that the termina­ 
tion of the American war might 
tend to help his brother’s business 
at Bordeaux. Concerning continental 
affairs, he says: tiWar is going on 
already in Italy and lf I am not mis­ 
taken, Murat will give the Austrians 
more work than they can support, 
for without doubt the disaffected 
Italians in upper Italy will all heart­ 
ily Join the first who will help them 
throw off the yoke of that despotic 
and ignorant government th at has 
the pretense to govern a polite and 
enlightened nation. 
Unfortunately 
the famous congress of sovereigns 
and ministers who assembled for the 
purpose of doing justice for every­ 
one and establish eternal peace in 
Europe has merely added to the pri­ 
vate Interests of the great powers.** 
Under date of May I, 1815. he 
writes again from London: “Since 
writing you I have visited two re­ 
markable cities In Scotland—Glasgow 
and Edinburg. I have seen for the 
d im time in Scotland the steamboat. 
aa invention taken from the Ameri­ 
cana. and indeed a very fine mid 
aeefnl ewe. There are about six or 


eight of them on the Clyde. They 
are capable of running twelve knots 
an hour, but usually run six or 
eight.” On the back of this letter 
lie has drawn a picture of the steam­ 
boat, which show's him to be an ex­ 
pert draughtsman. 
He writes again on June 7 and 
displays great anxiety concerning af­ 
fairs on the continent. 
Napoleon 
has returned from Elba and is ad­ 
vancing into Belgium to fight the 
battle of Waterloo. Murat has been 
defeated in Italy. There is deep con­ 
cern in London. 
On July 31 he acknowledges re­ 
ceipt of a letter from home bringing 
to him the information that his fa­ 
ther is much improved in health. 
He writes one interesting line: “I 
congratulate you on rescuing our 
father from the clutches of the doc­ 
tors.** He makes no mention of the 
battle of Waterloo or the downfall 
of Napoleon. 
The last letter is written from 
Philadelphia under date of April 8, 
1816. It is a business letter, and in­ 
dicates that he was in America on 
some business mission. He mentions 
a number of French refugees who 
had fled from France at the time of 
the restoration of the Bourbons. He 
says: “General C, who frightened us 
so a year ago at bordeaux, is here. 
From w'hat he says I think he is 
against Bonaparte.” 
It is a most interesting series of 
letters. His reference to the peace 
council that robbed all Europe of 
any hope of peace reminds one most 
forcibly of a later council that at­ 
tempted to settle problems that have 
existed for two thousand years.

And 
prohibition at any cost is a bar­ 
gain. But we must not neglect what 
I consider to be a logical sequence 
of prohibtion— greater use of drags. 
Nowhere in the world does the cor­ 
ner drug store flourish as in Ameri­ 
ca. 
Contain Drugs. 
“Americans flock to 
the 
drug 
store for cure-alls for everything 
from a headache to sore feet. And 
fully 85 per cent of these remedies 
contain 
habit-forming 
drugs 
that 
grew on those who take them. 
The disaster that has been pre­ 
dicted as the result of prohibition 
need not occur. If the nation keeps 
its head, studies the situation and 
acts Intelligently it will be averted. 
I have immense fsaith in the good 
sense of the American people and 
if they awake vast good instead of 
any harm will follow prohibition 
legislation.** 
Towns was asked what legislation 
is necessary to avert this disaster. 
“A provision that no physician 
should prescribe opiates for a long­ 
er period than three weeks would 
solve one side of the problem,** he 
answered. “ But the trouble is that 
such a law will never be passed be­ 
cause the lobbying of the drug in­ 
terests and the opposition of the 
doctors makes it impossible. 
Says Agents Swoop Down 
“One word from those interests 
bring their agents swooping down 
with all the power of their huge 
propaganda machinery 
to 
sweep 
away the results of any work an in­ 
dividual might do. As a m atter of 
fact, the real prohibition of habit­ 
forming drugs could be adjusted ov­ 
er night by an agreement between 
doctors, drug dispensers and whole­ 
salers of drugs. 
“But whatever is done in the 
way of lawmaking we must learn to 
know more fully of the problem 
ahead of us. Drug victims have in­ 
creased as thousands seek for some­ 
thing else to satisfy the cravings 
for stimulant denied them by the 
impossibility to get liquor. If we 
are wise they will disappear with 
the chronic alcoholic and untold 
good will be done for the nation. 
But if we are not wise the corner 
drug store will become a greater 
menace than the saloon and the 
drug dispenser than the boot-legger** 
Net is Tightened. 
That the revenue department has 
tightened its net in order to keep 
the expected flood of illegal drugs 
from pouring into this country is 
certain. 
But even their watchfulness will 
not prevent enough dope from com­ 
ing into this country to corrupt

WASHINGTON, March 15.—The 
teacher shortage situation, while in 
some parts of the country slightly 
better than last October when the 
National Education Association made 
its inquiry, is still a very grave prob­ 
lem, according to reports received 
by the Bureau of Education, De­ 
partment of the Interior. 
On February 13 the commissioner 
of education found, on the basis 
of returns from state school officers, 
that there are 18,279 schools closed 
because of the lack of teachers, and 
41,900 schools faugh by teachers 
characterized as “below standard, 
but taken on temporarily in the 
emergency.” The largest shortages 
are as follows: Kentucky, 2,250; 
Texas, 2,055; Virginia, 2,000; Geor­ 
gia, 1,500; North Carolina, 700, and 
Iowa, 600. 
Substandard teachers are reported 
as follows: Texas, 4,000; Virginia, 
3,500; Alabama, 
3,500; 
Georgia, 
3,000; Tennessee, 3,000; Minnesota, 
1,880; 
Illinois, 
1,200; 
Kentucky, 
1,100; New York, 1,100; South Car­ 
olina, 1,000. 
In response to the question “What 
provision is made for children in ter­ 
ritories where schools are closed?” 
eighteen states report that children 
are transferred 
to other schools, 
three states report no provision, one 
state report requires 
“some,” two 
states report that the majority of 
children are losing the grade. 
In response to the question, “Are 
people moving to centers of popula­ 
tion?’* six states report that no data 
are at hand; five states report “very 
little,” three states report a con­ 
siderable movement, and four states 
report “none.” 
In response to the question, “To 
what extent are taxpayers interesting 
themselves in paying better salaries 
for teachers?” 14 states report that 
the interest is general. One state re­ 
ports “great interest,” and one state 
Sports very large interest, while an­ 
other reports that they are “doing 
their best.” 
One significant fact in connection 
with the shortage of teachers is that 
190 state, county, city and private 
normal schools report 11,503 fewer 
students November I, 1919, than 
they had the year previous to the 
war. These schools reporting repre­ 
sent 60 Per cent of the total normal 
schools, and on this basis, there 
would be a shortage of 19,170, and 
at graduation time, 1920, there will 
be 7,000 fewer graduates from the 
• normal schools. Teacher training de­ 
partments in colleges show approxi­ 
mately the same falling off in those 
preparing to teach, although other 
departments show a great increase 
in enrollment. 
“Another significant fact is re­ 
vealed,'* says A. O. Neal of the Bu­ 
reau’s division of rural education, 
in commenting upon the situation. 
Since 1890 there has been a contin­ 
uous and increasing withdrawal of 
men teachers from the profession. 
The percentage of men teachers in 
1890 was 37 per cent. In 1910 it 
had fallen to 22 Per cent, and in 
1918 to 17 per cent. In other words, 
in 1890 one teacher in three was a 
man; in 1910 one teacher in five; 
and in 1918 one teacher in six was a 
man. 
“The question of teachers’ salaries 
is vital in this discussion, and a 
comparison of teachers’ salaries from 
1916 to 1918, the latest complete 
statistics available, show thdt in the 
two years, from 1916 to 1918, the 
average teachers’ salary 
advanced 
from $563 per year to $635 per year, 
an increase of $72, or 13 per cent 
in the two years. The total figures 
for 1918 show that the average sal­ 
ary for elementary teachers in the 
United States was $606, and the av­ 
erage salary for high school teachers, 
$1,031. The bureau is now collecting 
salary schedules from various states, 
giving the actual salaries received 
by individual teachers in three coun­ 
ties in each state. These show that 
the salaries of rural teachers are far 
below this average in many states, 
and that salaries as low as $150 to 
$200 per annum are found in many 
localities. 
“Another cause of teachers with­ 
drawing from the profession is found 
in the lack of provision made for 
suitable homes 
in 
the community 
where the teachers may become a 
part of the social organization. This 
is particularly true in rural districts 
where in many communities they are 
providing teachers' homes in con­ 
nection with the schools.”

Creel said “the keen McAdoo mind 
conceived the idea of the federal 
reserve system and his indomitable 
determination drove it through in 
the face of bitter opposition." He 
made a similar statement in re­ 
gard to the passage of the farm 
loan act. 
“Members of Congress Know." 
“Both of these statements are in­ 
correct.” Belier says in claiming 
toe honor for Senator Owen. 
“It is not only with the personal 
knowledge of every member of Con­ 
gress who participated in the pas­ 
sage of the federal reserve act, but 
it is also a matter of record that 
the man w:*o conceived the idea of 
the federal reserve system and who 
was primarily and principally re­ 
sponsible tor the framing and pass­ 
age of that act is Senator Robert L. 
Owen of Oklahoma. 
“The banking and currency com­ 
mittee of the senate was created in 
1913 for toe express purpose of 
enabling Senator Owen, who was 
made its chairman, to formulate and 
present through a appropriate chan­ 
nel those views upon the subject of 
a federal reserve system which he 
had consistently advocated from the

The necessity of mentioning 
low salaries paid teachers was re­ 
gretted by the speaker as he is in 
the school business himself. How­ 
ever, when a day laborer gets more 
pay yearly than the average teacher, 
wneh a brick layer gets double the 
amount, or a carpenter or a barber, 
then the situation with reference to 
the teacher must be mentioned. Fur­ 
thermore, men in these callings had 
spent very little if any funds or time 
getting ready for their work, all the 
time they were getting ready they 
were making money.

Mr. Brandon said he investigated 
the case of W. O. Jenkins, the 
American consular agent at Puebla, 
and confirmed tc his satisfaction 
reports of faire testimony by Mexi­ 
can peons against Jenkins, which 
previously had been published in 
the United States. He also discover­ 
ed that claims by Mr. Jenkins re­ 
galing the destruction of part of 
the evidence in the case were cor­ 
rect, Brandon declared. Publication 
of the result of his investigation in­ 
censed teh governor of the state of 
Puebla, he said, and the governor 
filed a strong protest in Mexico City.

The names associated with the 
new revolutionary movement in Ger­ 
many indicate its reactionary char­ 
acter. It appears that Germany is 
in the throes of the frequently pre­ 
dicted connter-revolutionary monar­ 
chistic struggle. Dr. Yon Kapp, re­ 
ported as having assumed the chan­ 
cellorship, is probably the Dr. Kapp 
who was a member of the Reichstag 
and general director of the German 
Agricultural Society. He was one of 
the deputies who early in 1918 
urged the government to speed up 
U-Boat building. He became presi­ 
dent of the Fatherland party, the 
notorious Pan-German organisation, 
which urged that Germany carry on 
the war to the bitter end. After the 
abdication of Emperor William and 
the signing of the armistice, Dr. 
Kapp was one of the men for whose 
arrest 
the 
independent 
socialists 
clamored violently on the ground 
that he and his associates bad been 
responsible for the continuation of 
the war. Major General Von Luett- 
witx, who according to the dispatches 
has been named commander in chief, 
was military governor of Belgium in 
the early days of the war. He was 
later a commander on the Verdun 
front. When the German treaty came 
up for action by the government last 
June, he was one of the leaders of 
the military party prominent in op­ 
position to the peace terms. He has 
an American wife who was a Miss 
Cary of Cleveland, Ohio. 
There has been a strongly held 
belief outside of Germany that the 
Pan-German monarchistic party was 
merely biding its time and awaiting 
and opportune moment to sieze con­ 
trol. There has been nothing, how­ 
ever, in th© early reports of the 
overturn at Berlin, to indicate that 
this movement looks to a restoration 
of the Hohenzollem dynasty, but the 
fact that the development is appar­ 
ently of a monarchistic character 
will cause attention to be paid any 
news from Holland regarding the 
former royal personages who have 
been making their homes in that 
country for more than a year past.

Motion is the law 
of nature and expansion is the law of civic life. This question 
is one that deserves the careful thought of our public spirited 
citizens.

LONDON, Jan. 13.—An invention 
enabling armless men to wash, shave 
and feted themselves and to perform 
other remarkable feats such as type­ 
writing, ha* lust been demonstrated 
at the Ministry of Pensions. 
The appliance, which can be fixed 
to any table, is worked by the feet. 
A knob is held between the toes 
and this is attached to levers con­ 
nected with two arms which are sus­ 
pended over the table. These arms 
can be moved about and made to 
pick up all sorts of articles. 
The inventor, a Scotch gasfitter, 
in demonstrating his device, washed 
his face with the substitute hands. 
He drank from a cup and a used a 
knife and fork readily in cutting up 
food, and fed himself, put a cigar­ 
ette in his mouth, opened an ordin­ 
ary match box, extracted the match 
and lighted the cigarette. 
He turned oyer the pages of a 
ledger and made entries in it, drew 
a design on paper with a pencil and 
cut the drawing out with a pair of 
scissors. He demonstrated that he 
could do typewriting, and worked a 
substitute for a sewing machine. An­ 
other appliance was shown for writ­ 
ing with a fountain pen. The country 
is showing: great interest in this in­ 
vention in view of the possibilities 
it offers to the many armless sol­ 
diers to engage in numerous occu­ 
pations.

Mrs. N. T. McAlister of COO South 
Rennie has a good and sufficient 
answer to the above question in 
the report that she is sending to 
the Evening News.

had 39 hens and pullets of her own 
raising. 
During the year about 20 
or these were eaten at the family 
table which saved many dollars in 
the way of not buying fresh meats, 
and later she sold 6 of the others. 
During the year she gathered 362 
3-4 dozen eggs from this flock of 
birds. 
They were worth $142 on 
the local market but some of them 
were sold at fancy prices. 
She al­ 
so sold $18.60 worth of fryers and 
other chickens during the summer, 
and used more than IOO on her ta­ 
ble, again saving an immense bill 
for fresh meats, and yet the family 
enjoyed the fat, plump fryers much 
better than they would have enjoy­ 
ed the other mqgts from the mar­ 
k et 
She now has 66 pullets and 
young hens to begin with another 
year, and a reserve of 15 more to 
eat when the fresh meat and sau­ 
sage of our own raising gets old or 
doesn’t suit thebtaste as it should. 
The 65 young hens are easily worth 
$110* while the 15 <others would 
bring $1.35 each on the local mar­ 
ket. 
In addition to this, she took 
first premium on a White Wyan­ 
dotte pullet at the county fair. The 
feed for these chickens for the en­ 
tire year was but $160. 
She finds 
that what was consumed on the tar 
hie and what she has on hand to 
eat, and what she has on hand to 
raise from another year, with the 
value of the eggs etc., amounts to 
the sum of $365.75, while her ex­ 
penses outside of work was only 
$160.00. 
This leaves a difference 
of $205.75 for care of the flock, be­ 
sides th<\ pleasure of knowing from 
where your chickens and eggs come, 
and whether they are fresh or stale. 
She has not missed getting eggs a 
single day. in more than five years. 
If the 2000 families in Ada, and the 
3000 families on the farms would 
each do this well it would add a 
$1,038,750 to the wealth of the 
county, enough to build a good road 
by nearly every house in the coun­ 
ty, or Ct would add materialy to the 
comforts of many homes.
